night. 
He passed a quiet fiiglit under 
a subcutaneous injection of morphine. 
This morning at 9 o’clock ho was 
sleeping under the effects of it with­ 
out material change.

Lincoln were at that hour in consul­ 
tation at the residence of the Senator. 
At 12:45 Sumner was fast failing. In

him.

Senator Sumner 
was still sleeping though ut intervals 
he would awaken ut which times lie 
was in great pain.

them. 
Later—3 p. m.— Senator Sumner has 
just died.

FOREIGN. 


L o n d o n , March 10th.

Kotfee have given in their submission 
to the British supremacy. The Ashan- 
tee throne is considered at an end and 
the Kingdom hopelessly disrupted. 
Stanley, the H erald correspondent, 
telegraphs from Lisbon that negotia­ 
tions between Sir Garnet W olsely and 
the Ning of the Ashantees are com­ 
pleted. The King agrees to pay 50,000 
ounces in gold and renounces nil claim 
to Adansi and other territory as speci­ 
fied, and consents to withdraw from 
Appoloma and coast provinces, to keep 
the road free from Coomassie and tiie 
River Prah, to protect commerce, pro­ 
hibit human sacrifices, and to keepthe 
peace forever. 
The Standard’s special from Spain 
says that Serrano and General Domin­ 
guez are at Castro Urdíales, twenty- 
five miles east of Santander, on the 
Bay of Biscay, and are daily receiving 
reinforcements.

Shot on the Stage. 


On the evening of February 2itli the 
citizens of Freeland, about ten miles 
from Norristown, were thrown into a 
state of great excitement by one of 
the most tragical occurrences known 
there for years.

The members of Freeland Lodge of 
Good Templars were rehearsing the 
drama of “Three Years in a iilnn- 
Trap,” with the purpose of performing 
it before tlie public next week. 
One 
of the characters represents a drunk­ 
ard firing a pistol at the barkeeper, 
thougli only a cap is intended to lie 
used, without powder. Abraham L. 
Ilnnsicker, about IK years of age, son 
of Rev. H. A. Hunsicker, represented 
the character of the barkeeper, and 
upon the pistol being fired at him a 
loud report was made, which extin­ 
guished the lights. 
Young Hunsicker 
exclaimed, 
“ There was powder in 
that; " upon which lie fell to the lloor. 
Is was at first supposed that the pistol 
was loaded with powder, and that t lie 
discharge liad stunned him; hut upon 
relighting the lamps his lather and 
four physicians, who happened to he 
present, examined him and found that 
he was shot by a bullet through t he 
right breast. Five minutes after the 
shot was fired the young man expired. 
The pistol had been used for the same 
purpose on Friday evening, and it is 
as yet a mystery how the pistol be­ 
came loaded with powder and ball. 
The deceased was a member of the 
Freshman'class in Ursinus College, of 
most excellent character, and univer­ 
sally respected. 


Shooting Affair at Oakdale. 


A shooting scrape occurred on Fri­ 
day night at Oakdale. The cause was 
a scandal between the Oakdale House 
and Dr. Iinan and family. Three 
young fellows, named John Tipton, 
Tommy Madden and John Kerr, took 
sides with the Oakdale House, and 
tried to mako Dr. Iman take back 
wliat he had said, or run him out of 
the town; blit they did not succeed in 
either. The first shooting scrape was 
between Tipton and a French doctor, 
who took up the side of Iman, and 
who was shot through the arm. Alter 
that, Tipton, Madden and Kerr Went 
down to Iman’s house and commenced 
shooting at the house, and succeeded 
in running the family out. Citizens 
interrupted and stopped further shoot­ 
ing. There would probably have been 
considerable bloodshed if they Inul not. 
Tipton and Madden escaped, and Kerr 
was arrested and brought to Modesto. 


Killed for Rejecting a Suitor. 


A dispatch from Detroit of tin* 7th 
states that W illiam J. Underwood, 
formerly of Cleveland, became enam­ 
ored of a Miss Anna Bridge of that 
city, and after a short walk with her 
last evening offered himself for the 
Inst time as they stood at the door of 
her house. She again rejected him, 
when lie drew a dirk and stabbed her 
in the heart, killing her instantly. He 
then delivered him self up to the au­ 
thorities. 
Miss Bridge was a beauti­ 
ful and accomplished young lady. 
Underwood was a fellow of doubtful 
character. 


A few days ago Thomas Rois took 
from his mining claim on Sunny Hill, 
Eagle creek, Shasta county, a nug­ 
get of gold that weighed $175. He 
lias lately taken out several hundred 
dollars in the shape of pieces weigh­ 
ing from $10 to $30.

Senator Sum ner Dead. 
The startling news of the sudden 
death of the distinguished Senator' 
from Massachusetts, though momen­ 
tarily looked for for years, will take 
the nation by surprise. But yesterday 
he was In his place In the Senate; 
where for more than ttventy years he 
was the central figure among Ameri­ 
can statesmen, and though it was 
known to himself and all the world 
that grim death was ever at his side, 
ready without a moment’s warning to 
put an end to his eventful career, yet 
his unceasing labors, and the stead­ 
fastness with which he stood to his 
post, had cheated us into the belief 
that years of life were yet left to him 
in which to add to his already over­ 
flowing measure of fame. But the 
cruel blow that struck him down on 
the Senate floor, and has since made 
his life a burden, has at last done its 
work, and the great man is 110 more. 
Charles Sumner was born In Boston in 
1811, and was elected to the Senate to 
succeed Daniel Webster in 1851. Since 
then his career has been so prominent 
as to make it almost superfluous to give 
a record of his life. From the time he 
made his first great speech on the Fu­ 
gitive Slave Law, in which he laid 
down the principle that “ Freedom is 
National, but slavery is sectional,” up 
to the present moment, he has been' 
recognized throughout the world as 
the devoted champion of the liberties 
of the people. The idol of the Anti- 
Slaveiy party and the father of Re­ 
publicanism, 
no considerations of 
party policy could influence his action, 
and when in his opinion the Adminis­ 
tration and its followers bad departed 
from the principles that had guided 
the Nation in its struggle for exist­ 
ence, he did not hesitate to denounce 
their recreancy in the most emphatic 
manner. 
The 
bold 
and 
terrific 
arraignment 
of the San Domingo 
annexation 
scheme, followed 
by 
his leadership of the Senatorial de­ 
mand for an investigation of the con­ 
duct of the Administration, cost him 
his place as Chairman of the Committee 
011 Foreign Affairs, and even Massa­ 
chusetts, crazed by the partisan rancor 
of the hour, did herself the lasting dis­ 
grace of publicly censuring him for 
one of the most magnanimous acts of 
his life. But the passious of a bitter 
political contest were rapidly giving 
away, and among the honest, the sin­ 
cere, and the liberty-loving people of 
Massachusetts and the United States, 
the lustre of his name shines brighter 
than before. 
Less than a week has 
elapsed since the announcement was 
made in Congress that the Legislative 
censure of his nativa State had been 
rescinded, and the great Senator had 
the satisfactiou of knowing in his 
dying moments that the people he 
had represented so long and loved so 
well, were magnanimous enough to 
acknowledge their mistake and wipe 
out the censure that, in a moment of 
passion, they had cast upon him. With 
the sole exception of Lincoln, the 
death of no statesman lias created 
sucli a profound sensation as that 
of Sumner. Though not like Lincoln, 
the idol of the masses, 110 nobler or 
more glorious name has ever been 
written 011 the pages of our country’s 
history, 
and 
the 
record 
of 
his 
grand 
services 
in 
the 
cause 
of 
human liberty, sinking deep into the 
hearts of the friends of humanity 
throughout the world, will call forth a 
response such as has never followed to 
t he grave the proudest of our dead. 


Encouraging l»*migrat(ow-’ 
Judging front our own e#J>erienoo, 
there is not it public institution of any 
kind, or in fact a well known citizen 
in Los Angeles, that is not almost 
daily in receipt of letters asking for 
information about the country. 
All 
over the United States and in many 
countries of Europe the attention of 
people deslHhg to emigrate has been 
attracted tb Southern California by 
the recititl df tile attractions rif Its 
nuirvellous climate and agricultural 
resources. 
Before 
coming, 
how­ 
ever, almost 
everyone 
wishes to 
know something about the coun­ 
try more than 
can 
be gathered 
from the casual reports of news­ 
paper 
correspondents. 
There 
is 
a great variety of information valuable 
to the emigrant that would prove but 
dry reading to the general public, and 
beside, each individual lias some par­ 
ticular questions that lie wants an­ 
swered. The letters addressed to indi­ 
viduals often go unanswered- from a 
want of time to write so voluminously 
us may be required, and often the one 
applied to is not in possession of the 
information necessary to give a satis­ 
factory reply. It would seem to us 
that great good could be accomplished 
by establishing an agency in this city 
for the purpose of 
furnishing in­ 
formation concerning our city and 
the 
surrounding 
country 
to 
all 
applicants. 
The 
California 
Emi­ 
grant 
Union 
lias done 
a 
gretR 
work since its organization in 1809 
in just the direction that wc have in­ 
dicated. .Since its organization it has 
received from all parts of the United 
States 3,896 letters, and from Europe 
835, making a total of 4,781. 
Dur­ 
ing the year the Union lias writ­ 
ten 1,759 letters to different parts 
of the world. It has mailed over 25,­ 
000 documents including daily and 
weekly newspapers within the year, 
and 
furnished information at 
the 
office to over 7,000 applicants. Twelve 
colonies forming for emigration have 
been corresponded with and their set­ 
tlement in our State secured. All 
tliis work lias been done without 
charge, and the value it has been to 
tiie State is incalculable. 
We are 
aware that the Chamber of Commerce 
has been doing much of this kind 
of work 
for 
the 
benefit of our 
city, but we need an office the sole 
business of which should lie to collect 
information and disseminate it broad­ 
cast throughout 
the country, and 
which would always be prepared to 
furnish a ready reply to the number­ 
less applications for information. If 
our citizens would second the efforts 
of the Chamber by raising a sum suf­ 
ficient to employ a competent person 
to attend to this branch of business, 
they would do more to settle up our 
unoccupied lands and populate our 
city and the surrounding villages than 
five times the money expended in any 
other way would accomplish. 


The indignant row and whirlwind 
raised about the ears of trout slaugh­ 
terers on the Truckee, says the Carson 
Appeal of March 5th, lias set the ball 
going here. The fact comes to light 
that Chinamen have been caught 
slaughtering trout in the Carson by 
means of air-slacked lime. 


I11 many of the foot-hill counties 
skirting the Sierra, genuine native 
coffee is growing in abundance. The 
plant is indigenous to the soil ami 
grows luxuriantly.

Too M uch Taxation. 


Forty thousand acres of land in this 
State are devoted to grapes, and a 
careful estimate shows that there are 
8,060,000 acres specially adapted to the 
vine. 
If this is not an argument 
against the unjust and ruinous dis­ 
crimination against the viniculturists 
by both national and State revenue 
laws, we should like to know what is. 
In an era of general prosperity, the 
condition of the wine business is such 
that many of the finest vineyards in 
the State have been rooted up. The 
Internal Revenue and Tariff Acts are 
so sitaped that distillers cun import 
wines and distill brandy from them 
cheaper than they can manufacture the 
brandy from native wines. Although 
brandy costs in France SI 50 per gal­ 
lon, and pays a duty of $2, brandy 
distilled from imported wines can be 
produced at a cost of SI 90. Not con­ 
tent with this discrimination, the State 
so arranges its tax laws as to tax the 
land, tax the growing vine, and tax 
the product of the vine, all combined 
making a load of taxation heavier in 
proportion than that borne by any 
other species of property, ami suffi­ 
ciently burdensome to render the busi­ 
ness unprofitable.

The Panama Fire. 


The 
telegraph 
some 
time Mince 
brought us new s of a great conflagra­ 
tion al Panumu, and the Star and 
Ifrratd, just received, gives further 
particulars. 
Qn the evening of the iOth instant 
Panam a was ihe scene of one of those 
destructive conflagrations which dur­ 
ing Ihe past ten years have become 
periodical and given to the city an 
unenviable 
reputation. 
The years 
1804-70-74 will be noted for the heavy 
losses sustained by fires in Panama, 
none of which have been more de­ 
structive, for the tim e the fire raged, 
than the one we now record. 
Smoke was first seen rising from a 
bat store of G utierrez, in Calle Com- 
mercio, directly in front of the private 
entrance to the Grand Hotel. Soon 
after flames burst from the building, 
and in a few m om ents the stores on 
either, side, and forming the block, 
were all abla/.e. 
Of the origin of the 
fire nothing definite lias yet heen 
m ade public, hut it is supposed to have 
started from a spirit lump or stove 
used in t he business of pressing hats, 
and which had not, been properly 
looked after before 
the store was 
closed, about h alf an hour previous to 
tlie discovery of the lire. 
Soon after the Hrsi alarm the Grand 
H otel became ignited, and notwith­ 
standing every exertion on the part of 
the proprietor, George Leow, and the 
use of (lie hotel flre-pump, in the short 
space of fifteen m inutes the roof fell 
in, and in much less than an hour 
nothing but hare walls were left of the 
finest hotel building oil the Pacific 
Coast south of San Francisco. The 
prolonged dry w eather bud rendered 
every particle of woodwork about the 
building so com bustible th at the burn­ 
ing tim bers and sparks set fire to the 
house in m any p lacesatth e same tim e, 
and the flre-pump, which would have 
been serviceable enough for an inter­ 
nal conflagration itgainst which it was 
intended to be used, 
was useless 
against one from w ithout of the nature 
described. 
The rapidity w itli which the hotel 
burned down made it alm ost impossi­ 
ble to save anything from the build­ 
ing, and tlie proprietor had a narrow 
escupe front suffocation in endeavoring 
to reach his bedroom to procure his 
safe key, and was fortunate in escap­ 
ing w ith his lile, w ithout so much us 
a change of clothing. Tlie Grand H o­ 
tel once fully w rapt in flame, no hope 
was left for the safety of the adjoining 
property, and those interested set 
about to secure w hat valuables they 
could. 
The fire had now reached such pro­ 
portions as to be beyond all control, 
and witli a strong wind to fan the 
flames, and no effort to check them , 
rapidly swept all before it, causing a 
destruction to property of over one 
m illion dollars in value. Tlie reason 
w hy so much property was destroyed 
in so little tim e was partly owing to 
the high wind blowing, as well as to 
tlie total absence of any organization 
on the part of the authorities or pri­ 
vate individuals to cheek tlie flumes, 
and tlie highly com bustible nature of 
all woodwork alter two m onths of dry 
weather. 
The police 
and soldiers were as 
usual useless, and more of a nuisance 
than otherwise. 
They appeared on 
the scene arm ed w ith rifles and fixed 
bayonets, and rendered no service 
whatever. 
A fter a w hile they got 
drunk and became insolent, and in 
some cases were witli difficulty res­ 
trained from adding to tlie conflagra­ 
tion, instead of using their efforts to 
check it. 
W e noticed one gold-laced 
officer on tlie Plaza, who claimed to 
be .front Bogota, insolently abusive, 
because one of his men, stupidly 
drunk, was prevented breaking in un­ 
necessarily the door of a store, and 
thus creating a draft endangering tlie 
entire block, 
lia d there been an or­ 
ganized body of a dozen intelligent 
men, under control and command as 
firemen, the flames need not have ex ­ 
tended beyond tlie block in which 
they originated. 


A Young Man Blows Out his Brains. 


The report of a pistol was heard last 
n ig h t in the upper part of town, which 
speedily drew to the spot those in the 
neighborhood who had not retired to 
their beds. A horrible sight m et their 
gaze. 
In front of a cottage on M ar­ 
shall 
street, 
between 
Shelby and 
Campbell, lay the body of a young 
m an, shot through the head, the brain 
oozing and tlie blood gushing from the 
deathly wound. 
The particulars of the tragedy as far 
as they could be learned from tile reti­ 
cent friends of tlie unfortunate young 
m an, are these : 
Chris. Best, w ho only recently passed 
his seventeenth 
birthday, had for 
some tim e been deeply enamored of 
Miss Lena Schm idt, about nineteen 
years old, the daughter ot Mr. Anton 
Schm idt, and lias been in tlie frequent 
h ab it of escorting h er to balls and 
other social gatherings, stating to his 
comrades th at they were engaged and 
w ould shortly be m arried. H er father 
allowed him to visit a t his house once 
each week. The last tim e he repaired 
to tlie residence for his customary tcte 
a tete, he stepped out of tlie door in 
taking his departure from tlie object of 
his affection, drew a pistol from his 
pocket and shot himself, falling at tlie 
feet of his sw eetheart, the ball having 
taken effect on tlie anterior part of tlie 
skull on tlie rig h t side. A surgeon was 
quickly .summoned, and tlie m iserable 
misguided y outu 
carried into the 
house. Tlie wound was probed, but 
tlie ball could not be found; and his 
brother, who had by this time arrived, 
was informed th a t all hum an skill was 
unavailing, and that a speedy death 
was inevitable. 
As soon as the dire occurrence be­ 
came known, a reporter of the Courier- 
Journal repaired to tlie house of Mr. 
Sm ith, but was denied admission. 
Miss Lena, who was standing in front 
of the door, is a pretty blonde of lithe 
and graeeful figure, who on being ap­ 
prized of tlie object of tlie visit, at first 
denied that anything unusual had hap­ 
pened, uud then acknowledged that 
lie had shot him self, but stated th at It 
was only a scratch, and that lie had 
wuiked home. 
She was very em ­ 
phatic in saying th at she did not wish 
anything at present published about 
tlie affair, hut should she afterward 
th in k well to m ake any explanation 
she would herself forward a com m uni­ 
cation. H er fem inine vanity, however, 
compelled h er to acknowledge that 
.she had been the cause of tlie fatal 
m ishap to tlie young man who had 
loved iter “even unto death.” 
Chris. Best is, or was, the son of Mr. 
Best, who kept the barber shop on 
Fiftli street, and died about three years 
ago. The business is now carried oil 
by an elder brother, by whom Chris, 
has been employed as an assistant.—

The Snow Blockade. 


The lust advices on Saturday from 
tlie sum m it of the Sierra Nevada 
m ountains were to the effect that tlie 
heavy storm which had prevailed for 
several days had subsided, th at the 
track was clear, and that trains were 
again running on time. 
Cater news, however, brings tlie in­ 
telligence that the storm ut the sum ­ 
m it was renewed lute on Sunday night 
w ith increased violence. The snow­ 
plows were backed 
by 
as 
m any 
engines as could Iu* summoned, and 
tile work of “bucking” tlie snow com­ 
menced. 
Tlie wind was a perfect hurricane and 
tlie snow fell so thick and fast that 
it was w ith difficulty that tlie work­ 
men could breathe, and to see twenty 
yards ahead was som ething Impos­ 
sible. 
About a mile west from Bluecafion, 
one of the snow-plows left the track 
and was followed by tlie leading en­ 
gine. The plow w ent plum p up into 
tlie bank on one side, and here some 
good som ersaulting was to be seen. 
Men left tlie windows of the engine 
ju st tlie same as if they had been ac­ 
customed to flying all their lives. 
Superintendent Fillm ore at once or­ 
dered back the rear engines, in back­ 
ing up a mile they got off several 
times. The track had to be shoveled 
out tlie entire distance. 
The present storm bus been unparal­ 
leled since the construction of tlie Cen­ 
tral Pacific, Railroad. Profiting by t Ik* 
experience of the slight storm s oil tlie 
road during th e last five years, and 
tlie very severe storm s on tlie Union 
Pacific road two years ago, tlie officers 
of tlie Central Pacific have made every 
possible preparation to m eet such 
emergencies and keep tlie road open 
for passenger and freight traffic. 
For over 400 miles east of the Sierra 
Nevada, in thePequop m ountains, the 
storm has been equally severe. Up to 
5 o’clock last evening tlie’ snow had 
fallen from eight feet to twenty-five 
feet en the level between W ells and 
Toano. 
Ho strong was it drifting iu 
some places th a t two hours tiTTer Tt 
place had been shoveled clear it was 
found th a t it hud heen filled up again 
iu the cuts. 
Men had worked for 
nearly forty-eight hours, and were, us 
can be well im agined, completely ex­ 
hausted. The entire day it was blow­ 
ing d iit and sand, and it was necessa­ 
ry that tlie shoveling should be done 
quickly or the snow would pack as a 
solid w all of ice, which would require 
lierculnuean efforts to cut through. | 
Late last night news was received 
th at a snow-piow w ith four engines, 
cut through from Toano to Wells, anti 
th a t tlie road between the two places 
was all clear. 
Passenger and freight business can 
now he carried on w ithout interrup­ 
tion, between Han Francssco and Al­ 
ta, and between Toano and Ogden, 
trains com ing and leaving on regular 
tim e, hut the trains are not sent into 
the intervening space unless there is a 
strong probability of pushing them 
through. 
Between live hundred and six hun­ 
dred m en are at work shoveling iu the 
snow belt, east and west, in the Hierra 
Nevada. 
Fortunately, all tlie passengers East 
and W est bound are at stations where 
they have good hotel accommodations.

Mexico, first settling at Guadalajara, 
but subsequently removed to Alnialul- 
co. The feeling against tlie Protestant 
missionary was then and lias been 
since very bitter, ami liis life lias fre­ 
quently been threatened. He found 
great encouragem ent to continue his 
labors, however, and got together quite 
a congregation ami school. The above 
brief dispatch tells tlie result.

Attempted Escape of Criminals. 


Od Saturday the 8 hasta stage rob­ 
bers, Shorty Hayes, Clark and Thomp­ 
son, were brought over from Han 
Q uentin, to where they have been sen­ 
tenced for extended term s, to lie taken 
hack to Shasta county, where they are 
to be tried on further indictm ents for 
stage-robbery.

The oljcct of the Association Is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid of 82,800 to the faint lies or depend­ 
ants of deceased members.

We are uiulerobligationH to Senator

Miss Fisk, late a,teacher in our pub­ 
lic schools, has gone to San Francisco. 
A number of new cars have been 
received at Wilmington for the rail­ 
road. 
The lost boy m entioned in the H ku- 
a l u yeaterduy luis been reclaim ed by 
h is parents. 
The Orizaba with a large passenger 
and freight list is due at Wilmington 
this morning. 
There was no Eastern mail yester­ 
day, and all on account of the snow 
blockade in the Sierras. 
It is reported that regular trains will 
begin running on all our Los Angeles 
railroads on the 1st of April. 
L. Harris, of this city, was on the 
overland train that was to arrive in 
San Francisco on the 8th instant. 
Many of the classes in the High 
School were excused yesterday, to en­ 
able them to rehearse for the exhibi­ 
tion.Dr. WIdney has purchased the lot 
adjoining his brother’s property on 
Hill street, and is improving it by 
planting oui trees. 
An act to repeal an act fixing the 
salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools in the county of Los Angeles 
has passed the Senate and is now be­ 
fore the Assembly. 
Another ettbrt was made in the 
State Senate last Saturday to saddle 
the expense of purchasing a site for 
a railroad depot in this city upon the 
city tax-payers, but without success. 
Within the past few days the road­ 
way of the Wilmington wharf lias 
been extended two hundred feet fur­ 
ther toward deep water. The stock­ 
holders are greatly encouraged with 
the progress made. 
A petition asking the Legislature to 
aid tlie citizens of El Monte in turning 
the waters of the San Gabriel river, is 
b e in g circulated in town. Nearly all 
of the prominent business men have 
already signed it, and most of those 
who have not done so only need the 
opportunity. It will be sent to Sacra- 
nieuto Immediately. 
Dr. Gelcicli offers for sale his drug 
store and laboratory, situated near the 
Plaza. The Doctor has an important 
interest in the San Fernando oil pro­ 
ject and is compelled to give up busi­ 
ness in the city so that lie may prop­ 
erly attend to his buisness at Sail 
Fernando. Any one desiring to en­ 
gage in the drug business can make a 
good bargain by purchasing the stock 
offered by Dr. Gelsich. 
A party who came through the vil­ 
lage of El Monte yesterday informs us 
that the street, through Main street to 
Lexington, is so miry that it is almost 
impossible for teams to pass through. 
On Tuesday last the passengers had to 
get out of tlie stage and procure as­ 
sistance to get the coach through. A 
few loads of brush w'ould better its 
condition considerably. 
The County Surveyor and ltoad 
Commissioner have made ail examin­ 
ation of the San Gabriel where it 
leaves the old channel, and the extent 
of damage done in El Monte. They 
report that some two thousand acres 
of good land have been washed away, 
about half of which lias beeu done by 
tlie late freshets. To prevent tlie over­ 
flow in future it will be necessary to 
build an embankment teu feet high 
utul about half a mile in length. 


Mutual Aid Association. 
At a meeting of the Board of Direc­ 
tors of the Mutual Aid Association 
held yesterday at the Secretary’s ottlce 
in this city, thirty applications for 
membership were acted upon. Tlie 
claim against the association occa­ 
sioned by the death of Mrs. Catherine 
Bower was allowed and an assessment 
of one dollar per member was made. 
The claim will be paid immediately 
out of the reserve fund- 


Grange Co-opotative Company. 
The Board of Directors of tlie Grange 
Co-operative Company met at 41 Tem- 
pte Block yesterday afternoon. The 
following officers were elected: Presi­ 
dent, G. 1>. Compton, of Compton; 
Vice-President, Thos. A. Garey, of Los 
Angeles; Secretary, L. M. Holt, of Los 
Angeles; Treasurer, J. E. McComas, 
of Compton; Executive Committee, 
Cyrus Burdick, of Spadra, Edward 
Evey, of Anaheim, and H. L. Mont­ 
gomery, of Gallatin. Tlie election of 
a General Manager was postponed 
until the election of the new Board of 
Directors which will take place at the 
annual meeting of stockholders to be 
held in this city on Tuesday, May 5th. 
A majority of the stock is now sub­ 
scribed and the Secretary was in­ 
structed to get the necessary printing, 
a seal, etc., ready for business. The 
tirst payment of five dollars per share 
is payable to the Secretary on or 
before the first day of April next. * 


Mining Discoveries. 
Within the past few weeks discover­ 
ies of gold and silver have been made 
in various localities in the mountains 
near this city that promise to be both 
rich and extensive. We have seen 
several specimens from the new mines 
that show well, and the result of as­ 
says that have been mado are in tlie 
highest degree satisfactory. If these 
mines on further examination prove 
to be as valuable as their locators an­ 
ticipate, tlie need for refining and 
smelting works will he still more ap­ 
parent. We have already had inqui­ 
ries about the prospect for the estab­ 
lishment of such works, and hope tiiat 
some of our energetic business men 
w-ill give the matter the attention it 
deserves. There is no good reason 
why the bullion of thé Cerro Gordo 
region should be shipped to Han Fran­ 
cisco, when it could be refined just as 
well here. Beside this there are many 
ores in easy reach of this eity that 
would be brought here for reduction, 
the owners not being able to erect 
mills on their own account, and the 
expense of shipping sueh a great dis­ 
tance being too great. 
In Greenbush a church stands dose 
to the track of the Hudson River Rail­ 
road. The pastor’s voice was drowned 
in a prayer by a prolonged screech of 
a locomotive whistle. When he could 
be heard ugaiu he was praying that 
Vanderbilt might be conveiteJ, so 
that the sinfulness of running trains 
on Sunday might he impressed upon 
himj 


The County Dividers. 
Our friends down at Anaheim are 
still on the war-path, and notwith­ 
standing the discouragingeondltion of 
the secession scheme theirvoice is still 
for division. A correspondent of the 
Chronicle, writing under date of Feb­ 
ruary 28th, holds forth in the follow­ 
ing strains: 
“The petition now before thut hotly, 
signed by 8Ü0 citizens of the proposed 
county, praying for the separation 
from Los Angeles, shows the unani­ 
mity of the people in favor of it. The 
precincts embraced in the limits of the 
proposed county cast a total vote of 
875 at the last election, and contain 
an estimated population of 7,000. They 
paid tuxes to tlie amount ot $60,000 lust 
year on a valuation of about $15,000,000. 
They claim that tliey have paid tribute 
to Los Angeles for years and have been 
utterly ignored in the expenditure of 
county funds for public works, roads, 
bridges, etc.; that the rate of taxation 
bus been onerous and extravagant in 
the extreme, and that the machinery 
ofa separate county organization could 
be run at a cost of one-half their pres­ 
ent proportion of the Los Angeles 
“budget.” The people here, without 
exception, evince their determination 
to carry tlie project through in such 
terms as to leave no doubt of their ul­ 
timate success. 
It is possible that the people in the 
southern part of the county have been 
overlooked in the distribution of 
county favors, ami that they have 
grievances is probably true. We must 
be permitted, however, to hope thut 
these grievances are such as can be 
remedied, and to think that it is still 
to the advantage of all that the county 
should not be dismembered. When 
it comes to making a note of the at­ 
tractions of the territory out of which 
tlie new county was to have been 
formed, we can heartily endorse all 
that is claimed in the letter, which 
puts it thus: 
The physical, climatic and indus­ 
trial features of the proposed county 
presenta more attractive picture. The 
traveler through Southern California 
does not find a more picturesque, 
attractive or thriving town than Ana­ 
heim, nor surrounded by a more 
extended, fertile, highly cultivated 
farming district. The town was orig­ 
inally settled by a German colony, 
laid out in wide rectangular streets, 
and planted profusely with ornamen­ 
tal trees. The adobe walls, dilapidat­ 
ed tiles, narrow crooked streets, and 
offensive sights and smells of an old 
Mexican town are conspicuous by 
their absence. The town has grown 
rapidly within the past five years, and 
aow contains two churches, two fine 
well-ordered hotels, a circulating 
library, and a class of business struc­ 
tures that would do honor to an older 
and larger town. Early attention was 
given to the cultivation of the vine, 
and the vicinity of Anaheim now pro­ 
duces a quality of wine only equaled 
by some of the old mission vineyards. 
This will be the great industry of the 
future of Orange county, although the 
large and numerous orchards of tropi­ 
cal fruits already and soon to be in 
bearing prove that its name will be 
no misiiorior. 
A ride within a radius of twelve 
miles west, south and east of Ana­ 
heim will take you to Westminster 
colony, Hanta Aniia, Tustin and Rich­ 
land, all flourishing young settle­ 
ments, and will Yeveul a perfect pic- 
t ure of delight, whether you be tourist, 
healthseeker or prospective settler. If 
the latter, you will at once say, "This 
is the place for me.” 


The Public School Exhibition. 
Turn Verein Hall was crowded last 
night to its utmost capacity to witness 
tlie entertainment given by the pupils 
of our public schools. Dr. Lucky, the 
efficient and popular Superintendent 
of the city schools, prefaced the even­ 
ing’s entertainment by a brief speech 
In which lie thanked the public for 
their generous attendance, after which 
the youthful performers delighted 
their hearers with the results of 
their long preparation. After music 
from the baud, the whole school 
joined in singing “ .Shaking the 
Hand,” more band musie followed, and 
then Mr. Leek gave "Rienzi’s Address 
to the Romans,” followed by Miss 
Stewart in a composition on “ Travel­ 
ing.” Misses Serrott, White and 
O’Melveney sang the Mermaid’s Song 
and Master Katz declaimed on the 
downfall of Roland. This was followed 
by a tableau entitled the “Art Gal­ 
lery,” after which the Intermediate 
classes sang in effective style “Through 
the Forest Bounding.” A recitation, 
“The Brothers,” by Miss Newbauer, 
and a declamation, “The Miser,” by 
Mr. Benjamin, was succeeded by 
a song “Raking the Meadows,” by 
Miss Fisk’s class; a dialogue and 
recitation succeeded by a song by tlie 
High School class. Then followed a 
composstion by Miss Gates; a song by 
Miss Schumacher; a tableau “The 
Hours;” a declamation by Master 
Fitzgerald; a song by tlie High 
School classes; a recitation by Miss 
Bradley; composition, Miss Peel; song 
b}y Miss Craik; a declamation by Mr. 
Nichols; a dialogue; music by Miss 
Milliken; a recitation by Miss Des­ 
mond; a song by Miss Hargitt; a dec- 
declamation by Mr. White; tab­ 
leau, “The Emotions;” a song by 
Miss White; declamation by Mr. 
O’Melveny; Song, the Misses Ed­ 
wards, Wheeler and White; Composi­ 
tion, Mr. Gordon ; Music. Miss Kra­ 
mer; Recitation, Miss Buchanan; 
Declamation, Mr. Hughes; Song, by 
the Grammar School; Music. Miss 
Peel; Tableau, 
“The Angel of 
Prayer” ; Recitation. Miss Addis; 
Song, by the High School; Dialogue 
and a Song, by the High Grammar 
School. All the young performers 
acquitted themselves with credit, and 
we can justly say that the entertain­ 
ment 
was a success, 
meeting 
the expectations of the children’s 
friends,and netting a handsome sum 
for the use of the schools. 
The Theatre. 
Owing to other attractions, particu­ 
larly tiic School Exhibition, which of 
course .oo k away many of our citizens, 
tile house was not so nattering a one 
as has greeted the star alliance tlie 
previous evenings. Quite a respecta­ 
ble number were in attendance, how­ 
ever, and enjoyed the “Lover’s Fol­ 
lies” and tlie “Los Angeles Fireman,” 
that were done lip in the regular Tem­ 
pleton style. What this isour citizens 
iiave termed so well that it is unneces­ 
sary for us to multiply words to tell 
them. 
To-night “ Fanchon” and “Jenny 
Lind” will be presented, forming an 
attractive hill and one that will 
doubtless draw a full house.

A Grand Irrigation Scheme. 
A late dispatch from Washington 
says that the rejiort of the Federal 
Commissioners on a system of irriga­ 
tion for the Sacramento. Han Joaquin 
and Tulare valleys will be transmitted 
to Congress soon. It is very volumin­ 
ous and extensive. 
The Commissioners say that the ir­ 
rigation system on the Eastern side of 
the great California valley should be 
by many short canals, to avoid cross­ 
ing rivers by aqueducts. Each river 
may have one or more dams; in most, 
the higher the better. These will 
raise tlie water so as to enable it to be 
carried out over or through the banks 
of the rivers and by the canals into 
the plains needing irrigation, at the 
lowest possible expense. Each main 
river on the Eastern side may thus 
have two canals—one on tlie right and 
tlie other on tlie left hank. These main 
canals may be carried along at the 
proper grade so as to intersect similai 
canals of ajacent rivers, and supply 
water also where wanted to smaller 
canals on the lower levels, which drain 
their supply. 
On the western side of the valley 
there should be, first, the canal al­ 
ready constructed from the great bend 
of the Han Joaquin River to Los Banos 
Creek. Secondly, a continual Jine of 
tliis canal, on a grade of six inches 
per mile, to the Lower Han Joaquin 
River, near Moore’s Landing. Thirdly, 
the proposed canal from Summit 
Lake, but actually to draw its water 
from Tulare Lake, extending to the 
lower Han Joaquin River at Antioch, 
on a grade of six inches to the mile. 
Fourthly, the proposed canal, on a 
grade ot three inches per mile, from 
the left bank of Kern River, above 
Bakersfield, around southward of Kern 
Lake to Buena Vista Lake. This ca­ 
nal would Irrigate the country be­ 
tween it and Kern River and the 
lakes. The plain to the east and south 
of the latter canal, between it and the 
surrounding foothills, seems incapable 
of continued irrigation, because it is 
higher than the canal. Some portions 
of this may be irrigated by storing 
water in the rainy season, and, where- 
ever the expense can he sustained, it 
may be possible to irrigate them by 
taking water out of Kern River, high 
enough to make it flow over the entire 
plain; hut the expense would be very 
great. The same remarks apply to tlie 
extensive plain southwest and north­ 
west of Tulare Lake, between the line 
of canal leading to Antioch and the 
foothills of the Coast Range. 
The fifth feature of the system pro­ 
posed for the western side of the great 
valley is the construction of a canal, 
both for irrigation and navigation, 
west of tlie Sacramento river, just be­ 
low Red Blufij keeping close to the 
foot hills, so as to irrigate all the land 
below and terminate at tlie head of 
navigation in CtLlie Creek. The area 
irrigated by this canal would be 78,200 
acres. The quantity of water neces­ 
sary for both irrigation and naviga­ 
tion is estimated at 6,751 cubic feet per 
second. If designed for irrigation 
only, changes could he made in loca­ 
tion and size, whereby its cost could 
be greutly reduced. A saving would 
also be effected by feeding from Stony, 
Cache and Putuh Creeks. A branch 
canal is recommended, to leave the 
niaiu canal on the right branch of 
Stony Creek, and go thence to the 
Sacramento river and down the right 
bank to Knight’s Landing This 
would irrigate the trough of the valley. 
The Commissioners favor the Clear 
Lake Water Works Company’s pro­ 
ject to take the waters of Cache Creek 
for the irrigation of the Solano and 
Yolo county plains. They discuss the 
influence of canals on tlie navigation 
of the rivers, showing that it would be 
very slight in t lie Sacramento and 
Sail Joaquin. 
After minutely describing how wa­ 
ter can be taken from the rivers and 
distributed over the land, and pointing 
out errors in the existing and projected 
canals in California, the Commission­ 
ers express a decided opinion that the 
farmers alone will renew the project 
and execute a comprehensive system. 
They believe, however, that if the peo­ 
ple could be made to appreciate the 
immense advantages to agricultural 
interests that would result from irri­ 
gation, and if a comprehensive system 
could he laid out for them, and proper 
laws and regulations enforced in regard 
to the use of water, and unity of action 
be thus insured, they will take hold of 
the subject. They might carry it out, 
except in particular instances, with­ 
out much aid from the General Gov­ 
ernment. 
Tlie cost of a proper system for the 
Sacramento, Tulare and Han Joaquin 
valleys is estimated at S10 per acre, 
and in the foothills at not much more. 
The Commissioners say there would 
be no conflict between mining water 
rights and irrigation of the plains, 
because the same water could be used 
—first by the miners, and then for 
irrigation. 
Among the conclusions of the report 
are the following: By irrigation, the 
productiveness of the Han Joaquin 
and Tulare Valleys would be increased 
many fold, and the value of the lands 
increased proportionally. The work 
need not he done all at once. The 
first essential step is a complete recou- 
noisanee of the country to be irrigated, 
and the sources of supply. The next, 
topographical surveys of tlie particu­ 
lar districts. When the general com­ 
prehensive system is laid out, any ir­ 
rigating enterprises not inconsistent 
therewith, which from ten to fifty 
farmers may desire to execute, should 
lie permitted and encouraged. Neither 
land nor water should he sold sepa­ 
rately. The irrigated lands should 
pay for the work, us far as possible; 
but it would be good policy for the 
State to give the various counties aid 
in such enterprises, especially as some 
of tlie lands are only worth half the 
cost of irrigation. The aid of private 
enterprises should also be invited. 
Private companies, however, should 
he subjected to conditions enabling the 
State to eventually absorb their fran­ 
chises, and restricting them simply to 
the selling of water, hut to exercise no 
control or it after sale. 
The relations of the National Gov­ 
ernment with irrigation in California 
are mostly indirect; hut the United 
States owns much land there which 
can be made valuable by irrigation, 
and it is therefore a reasonable ques­ 
tion whether the Government ought 
not in some way to encourage it. 
Lastly, the State should establish a 
system of inspection and regulation of 
all irrigation enterprises within its 
borders. 
The Yosemite Turnpike Company 
will start fifteen men to-day to com­ 
mence work on the road from Gentry’s 
into Yosemite Valley, the right of way 
to whicli was recently granted by the 
Legislature. It is the intention of the 
company to crowd on all the force that 
can work, and have a single-track 
wagou-roadopen by the fifteenth of 
May, If not prevented by the elements. 
Sir Samuel Baker believes the in­ 
fluence of one steamer in the center of 
Africa Is equal to thut of «a hundred 
missionaries.
